Restoration af the Mikado, and that this 
order is but the precursor ‘of others intended 
to compass the suppression of all literature 
heariig on reform. All officials showing 
an inclination to. aid or encourage reform 
in China ore. also, mei(nwhile, regarded by 
the Chinese Government more or less as 
conspirators aud placed under surveillance 
or viewel with suspicion, So mueh is this 
the case that His Excellency Caana Par- 
ust, the enlightened and Jiberal-minded 
Chancellor of the Uni versity of Peking, has 
felt impelled to. send in his resignation to 
the Throne, on the xvowed ground that the 
opposition to his educational schemes has 
recently beconee so stroag- that he has no 
alternative but to reaign his poat, It is also 
announced that Prince Su, who has lutterly 
been regardod as the lender of the Progres- 
sive party, has become so disgualed by the 
attacks of the Consors that he bus seat ina 
request for a lengthened leave of absence 
on the plea of sickness, 

The crusade against the native journ- 
alists will serve, we fear, to act as a 
dyuche upon’ the advocates of progress 
in the native Press, The plant of freedom 
is such a pure exotic in Chinn that’ 
the inerest breath will, be sulficieat to 
crush it. All the good work that has besn 
gradually built up daring the last’ quarter 
of a century in forming a nascent public 
opinion in China seems likely to be effaced 
Ly the rude hand of the Peking Censore, 
who have prokably been inspired hy the 
conservative forces. within the Palace, us 
represented by the Empress Dowager. That 
astute personage would appear to be halting 
all the while between two upinions ; fearing 
to oppuse openly all remedial measures and 
progressive moveménts, but secretly dis- 
approving of everything in the sbape of 
reform, Her Majesty is not, however, 
wholly blind to the handwriting on the 
wall; she is evidently fearful that some 
new outbreak will presently make Peking 
an undesirable place of residence, and 
is making arrangements wo leave open 
w retreat: to Kuifeny-fu, the eapital of 
Honan province, which she would like to 


make the new metropolis of the Eupire.

The Police Review of the Sth ult, bes photo- 
grepls and the following biographical accounts 
of Captain Willlaw Quincey, Viceroy's Polive, 
Tientein, lato: Inspector iv tho Hongkong 
Police, and bis ron Lieut. Charles Quincey :— 

“Captoin Willism Quincey, of the Viceroy's 
Polics, Tientsin, China, is 54 years of age, 
and a native of Foochow, in tho Kiangsj 
[f Fobkien] Provines, He is o son of a 
well-to-do farmer, und during tho’ Taiping 
Rebellion in 1863, when quite a led, was 
rescued from the rebels by the lata General 
Charles George Gordon, .1., CB. (Chinese 
Gordon of Kbartoum fame). He was sant to 
Hngland by Gordon, where he was educated, 
In 1870 he was taken to Hongkong by Mr. W. 
M. Deano, M.A., C.M.G., who waa then Cap. 
fain Superintendent of Police at Hongkong, 
Mr. Quincey than joined the Buropean section 
of the bozgkoug Police. He gradually. worked 
himself up to the rank of Inspector, and was in 
charge of the Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment for 15 years. He retired on pension in 
1897, after serving 27 years. Shortly. after his 
retirement he was telegraphed for by the 
Shanghai Taotai to take charge of the Shanghai 
Native Police, which had been newly organised. 
In April, 1002, Viceroy Yoon Shikai telegraph- 
ed to Mr. Quiacey and offered: him the position” 
of Superintendent of Pollos at Paoting-fu, in 
the provinos of Chibli, which he acoeptod, 
Subsequently, when the Tientain Nutive City 
wus banded back by the Allied Commanders, 
the Viceroy’s Police were tronaferred from 
Pooting-fu to Tientain. 

Lieutenant Churles Quincey, son of Captain 
Quincey, is 21 years of age. He waa born in 
Hongkong and educated at Queen's College. 
Early in 1900 he joined the Ist Chinese Regi- 
ment as Sergeant-Interproter at Weihniwei: 
Ho had scaroly finished his drilt when the Boxer 
trouble broke ont in the North of Chins, and 
206 men of his regiment were ordered to proceed 
te Taka. Charlie Quincey volunteciod to go to 
the front, landed at ‘Taku with his mon two 
doye after the Taku Forts hed tesn taken by 
tho Allied Flest. He was present at the Retio!| 
of tho Tiontsin Foreign Bettlements, the avaault 
and capture of the Tientsin ‘Native City, and 
the relief of. the British Legation. st Pehing. 
; the North Chins Medal with 
Peking Clasp. Owing.to an order from the 


"War Office thist the Ist Chinseo Regiment was), 


to be disbandkd or. reduced, Mr. Quincey 
obtained his discharge. He has since joined 
the Viseroy’s Police Force as 8 Lisutenant, 
and is therefore now serving with bis father. 
Daring the North Chits Campsiga, Mr. 
Quincey on many cccosions ‘narrowly escaped 
losing bis life. .
